The number of students in- 
fected with AIDS is on the 
rise, and education on the Ac- 
quired Immune Deficiency 


however, at least one profes- 
sor is trying to give students 
a thorough education about 
the HIV virus in his political ° 
science course. 

Michael Brown, a political 
science professor, has intro- 


‘ duéed “AIDS: Politics, Policy 


and Management of an 
Epidemic,” as a course which 
might soon be used to meet 


‘an upper division general 


education requirement. 

The class was approved by 
the General Eyucation Com- 
mittee, and it will go before 
the Academic Senate for final 
approval Thursday at 11 a.m. 

The course, one of two of- 
fered at colleges in Orange 
County, gives an_ in- -depth 
look at'the mutation of the 
HIV virus, the means of HIV 
transmission, and the state 
and federal policies surround- 
ing the AIDS controversy.

in the fall to obtain its gen- 
eral education status under 
the classification of lifelong 
learning.

“Political Science has never 
had a course under lifelong 
learning,” Brown said. “I was 
surprised that it was ap- 
proved (by the general educa- 
tion committee).” - 

Brown, a member of the 
president’s task forceon AIDS 
at CSUF, said he thinks stu- 
dents are brave to take the 
course, and it takés courage 
to become involved with a

If it is offered as a general 
education course, more stu- 
dents from other disciplines 
will probably take it, Brown 
said.

AIDS, they can reply that it’s 
to fulfill a general education 
requirement. 


“The general education 
status of the class gets them 
-off the hook,” Brown said. 
“Because it is an AIDS course 
we ‘don’t get people who may 
possibly be at risk.”
